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The following is Information concerning JACK 
RUBY, also known as Jack Rubensteln: 

It is common knowledge among Dallas law enforce- 
ment agencies that there are three burlesque houses located 
in downtown Dallas, horarer no information has been 
developed that they aro frequented by any known criminal 
element. These are night clubs catering to tourists and 
persons attending conventions In Dallas and features 
"striptease” dancers along with exorbitant prices for 
food, beer, wine and setups. These are the Theater 
Lounge, 1326 Jackson Street, operated by BARNEY '.YE INSTE IK ; 
A3E’s Colony Club, 1322J Commerce Street, operated by 
ABE WEINSTEIN; and the Carousel, 1312J Commerce Street, 
operated by JACK RUBY. 

JACK RUBY was known to be an associate of 
EILEEN CURRY, a known prostitute who resided at the 
Shadyaide Apartments, 1020 Sbadyside Lane on April 4, 

1956. RUBY owned or operated the Silver Spur, South 
Ervay and the Vegas Club, night clubs in Dallas, Texas. 

During the period September 25 through October 
3, 1950 the telephone number HA 3654 was called by RALPH 
EUGENE YOUNG, who was residing at the Ambassador Hotel, 
Dallas, Texas, room 321. This telephone number is 
listed to the Silver Spur, 3770 South Ervay and billed 
to NOP.MA MILLER and JACK RUBY. 

On July 9, 1959 Lt . JACK REVILL, Special Service 
Buroau, Dallas police Department, Dallas, Texas, advised 
that on April 2, 1959 the Dallas police Department 
received a letter from the Oklahoma City Police Department 
advising that SIDNEY S IEDBEMD , a Dm Ills gambler, had been 
arrested and in his possession was a brge number of 
telephone numbers, and among them was Included the name 
and number of JACK RUBY, telephone LA 8-4243, operator 
of the Vegas Club, 3508 Oak Lawn, Dallas, Texas. 
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On September 9, 1963 TESSIE ALINE AXENFIELD, 

Detroit, Michigan, adviced thit she and HELEN AGNEW 
hud brought BETHEL CRAMER to Dallas froa Bossier City, 

Louisiana, and had obtained a job for her as & stripper 
at JACK RUBY'S Carousel Club. According to AXENFIELD, 

RUBY was to obtain Identification for BETHEL reflecting 
her age as 21 whereas she was actually 17 at the time. 

On September 25, 1961 GENE BOSTICK, Carousel 
. Club, 1312 Commerce Street, Dallas, Texas, advised 

"BABS rt AXENFIELD was residing with her and HARVEY BOSTICK, 
a bartender at the Carousel Club. She said BA3S was 
presently employed by JACK RUBY at the Carousel as a 
waitress. 

On November 13, 1962 lirs. SUE BROWN, 5319 
Phillips, Dallas. Texas, advised SA W. HARLAN BROWN 
th.i t EVA GRANT operates tho Vegas Club in Dallas. 

She said that she hid received Information from her 
sister that EVA GRANT was formerly connected with the 
A1 Capone gang in Chicago, Illinois. A brother of 
EVA CHANT currently owns and operates the Carousel 
Night Club in Dallas and that EVA GRANT formerly operated 
the Singapore Night Club in Dallas. She advised that 
EVA GRANT had spent some ti:ca in Chicago, Illinois, 
wh*re her family still resides and that she had also lived 
l on the West Coast. She had been in Dallas for about two 

or thre*.» years and during the war years had become involved 
in the sale of illegal sugar* stamps which lead to the 
conviction of a man named JONES, who was associated with 
her. 

On August 11, 1953 SA RALPH J. MILES was in 
th6 office of VINCENT LEE, branch manager, American 
Guild of Variety Artists, 1918 Live Oak Street, Dallas, 

Texas, when an individual, later identified by Mr. 

LEE as JACK RUBY, operator of the Silver Spur, 1717 
South Srvay Street, Dallas f Texas, came blustering 
into LEE's office and doaa^dod of LEE that LEE supply 
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RUBY with some girls to put on entertainment at his 
Silver Spur. LEE told RUBY that RUBY would have to 
put up a cash bond whereupon RUBY bftgan to curse LEE 
claiming that he was short of money and that LEE did 
not make his competitors put up such a cash bond. LES 
maintained that ho still could not furnish girl enter- 
tainers to RUBY unless RUBY put up some cash at which 
time RUBY arose ind in a threatening tone of voice 
asked LEE "do you want to know whether or not I am 
packing a gun and what are you trying to do, be a tough 
guy in Dallas, well I am Just as tough as they come" or 
words to that effect. After RUBY stormed out of LEE's 
office cursing ail the while LEE advised SA MILES that 
RUBY considered himself a very tough Dallas character 
and was an associate of JOE BONDS, operator of the 
Sky Club, who was also a tough character and who bore 
a grudge o gainst LEE because he at one time attempted 
to collect a $700 bad check BONDS had given a girl 
entertainer at which time either BONDS or one of his 
henchmen had struck LEE across the forehead with his 
pistol. LEE continued that both RU3y n nc j BONDS always 
carried concealed pistols and were in constant association 
with JAMES ROBERT TODD, better known as JACK TODD, FBI 
number 1S05883 , Dallas police Department number 22253, 
a rell known Dallas safecracker. LEE further informed 
that RUBY, BONDS and TODD, together with other hoodlums 
and safecrackers whose identities were unknown to LEE , 
usually hung around Sue's Used Car Lot, 3400 Live Oak, 
Dallas, Texas.

She termed RUBY as "no good" and stated he would 
not permit girls to work for him unless they were intimate 
with him. 
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
